getting under way. 


After spending several] months on vacation with the people back home mem- 


bers of Congress have returned to Washington with a new appreciation of the demand that exists 
over the country for a general cuttitg down of Government expenditures. Judging from the reports 
brought back by various individual Senators and Representatives, the people have begun to ex- 


press themselves on the mounting public debt. 
It appears to have made a definite impre* 
sion upon our national lawmakers. Democrats 
and Republicans alik¢ seem to have returned to 
their duties in Congress more economy-minded. 


Unless there is some change in the picture which 
cannot now be foreseen, the tendency will be to 
whittle appropriations to the bone. 


President Truman’s budget for the 


be transmi but , 

it will call for expenditures of between 40 
and 42 billion dollars, giving rise to a 
further deficit since Congress is not likely 
te honor any White House recommendation 
for a general increase in taxes to make up 
the shortage in revenue. The budget figure 
will be used as the basis of operations for 
cutting down Government spending. — 


The outldok-at present is that while the goal.- 


of a balanced budget may be too much to hope 

for this year considerable progress in that direc- 

tion will be made. There is talk of effecting 

big savings by reduced aid to Europe and by 

lopping Sens large sums for the military estab- 
en ’ ‘. 

Senator Harry Byrd, of Virginia, leader of 
the economy bloc in has outlined a 
budget wherein the Government can operate on 
a schedule some six or seven billion dollars be- 
low the. present plane while continuing all es- 
sential services and programs... This being an 
election year, Congress is not likely to go that 
far, but’the significant thing is that the tendency 
is headed in that direction. 


The tax revision program promised will be 


confined more to perfections in the present law 
rather than any general reduction of schedules, 
Business, and to some extent the public, has set 
up a clamor against the continuation of the war- 
time excise taxes, and there is a widespread de- 
mand for the elimination of these levies, which 


amount to some 600 or 700 million dollars. 


Business leaders claim that it would be a 


great shot in the arm for these taxes to be 
abolished and many members pf 

coming around to that viewpoin 
tration is not opposed to doing away with the

Other tax benefits which will command 
serious attention are those relating to the double 
taxation of corporate dividends. Congress seems 
inclined to do something about the matter, and 
it would not be.surprising to see some important 
changes made. As it is, the Government collects 
a set rate of taxes on the profits of corporations 
and then imposes a further tax on the same 
profits when they are distributed to stockholders 
in dividends. 

But the chief demand facing Congress from 


‘the people is that Government spending be drasti- 


cally curtailed. Now that the war scares of the 
past few years are fading further away and the 
business outlook for the new ‘year’ remains 
bright, the feeling: of the country is that there 
is no longer the need for the heavy expenditures 
Congress has been making for running the ‘Gov- 
ernment. 


Sentiment is increasing for getting 
back to something appreaching 
People everywhere are expressing 
selves in favor of a balanced budget. Cer- 
tainly there is merit to the point that if we 
cannot have a balanced budget in prosper- 
ous times like these we can never get one.

A few weeks back, you may remember, I wrote a couple of 
columns in which I argued with considerable heat and no humility 
that our medical research foundations are spending too much for 
brieks and too little for brains. | : 


Since these pieces appeared, I’ve been thorax-deep in letters, 
and 95 percent of them—mostly from researchers and practicing 
M, D.’s—assure me I’m over the target and advise me to keep 
dropping adjectives on it. The other five percent—from executives 
of this and that foundation—berate me for not knowing whereof 
I rant and, among other things, accuse me of being confused, cock- 
eyed and Communistic. ~ 


Well, mebbe so, but as of this writing the important thing is 
that none of the old-line foundations working on cancer and the 
other man killers, has accused me of fouling up the facts. Matter 
of fact, when pressed, most of them admit that the doctors and 
scientists working in their palatial rockpiles average $60 a week 
or: less. They contend, however, that nothing is. to be gained by 
publicizing-these coolies wages, and insist that I close my big bazoo 
before I scare off a lot of contributions. 


Amateurs One letter, however, falls into neither of these hot- 

headed categories. It’s from a relatively new outfit— 
the Damon Runyon Memorial Fund for Cancer Research—and from 
the: breakdown of receipts and disbursals appended, it appears that 
this group of amateur do-gooders is doing a more professional job 
than most of the professionals.

Gallery's Moller 


|s Hiczort Art at Its ha

The woman wore bjack, cut with plenty of chic, and 
she was obviously a lover of art, but she didn’t give so 
much as a toss of the lorgnette to the collection at The 
Gallery that day. 

She toured ‘the room several times looking at the competent, 
but conventional, display of paintings, when suddenly she screamed: 

“This is it! It is stupendous, wonderful,, colossal!” 


The painting that scored: the bit was a Coe pisces of board 


covered with globs of red, green 
and white paint, scattered with 
interesting abandon. It was the 
work of an unidentified’ artist, 
The only gimmick was that the 
critic was looking at the back 
of the painting, where the artist 
had spilled a lot of paint while 
working on something else. 

But the woman, being a lover 
of abstract art, read into the 
aimless spillings the whole his- 
tory of the world, the artist and 
the pursuit of the muse. 4 

Other devotees of this dizzy wand 
art are finding similar wonders “fhe Chicks” by Hans Moller 
in the work of Hans Moller, 
whose abstract art is on display at The Gallery this week. 

His paintings, some of which look like the primitive work of 
a retarded fivé-year-old, will have the man in the street rushing 
home to exploit his children in the artistic field. Others will give 
even the uninitiated a deep respect for Moller’s artistry, his good 
taste in color, his ability to create moods, and the sheer form of 
his formlessness. 

Although much of his work is blatantly oversimplified, design- 
ing and self-conscious, other of Moller’s paintings seem to indicate 
an art of the future, an art which scorns photographic-like repro- 
ductions and gives the looker-on a mood and a feeling. This is 
done by -color, composition and something inside the artist, cap- 
tured on the paper, which may be called soul for lack of a better 
name 


background, which is done in brilliant reds, conveys more about 
a bullfight in a glance than Hemingway’s vivid descriptions tell 
in a hundred pages. “Man With Horse” and “Don Quixote and 
Sancho Panza” are paintings done with a remarkable taste and 
knowledge of color, and an El Greco-like capacity for mood creation. 

Hans Moller, unlike many abstractionists, has something for 
everyone, It is true that his paintings will appeal to the lunatic 
fringe and the oversophisticated art lover, but they also. appeal 
to anyone who is receptive to mood and color. The man on the 
street will giggle at “The Sailor” and a few of Moller’s other over- 
simplified works, but he will find, in every painting, an emotion 
and a mood that he will understand; even though he doesn’t under- 
stand the medium that conveys it.

Should you discuss marriage problems with friends? 


Answer: No, says Dr. Walter R. 
Stokes, eminent. marriage coun- 
selor, in his recent book “Modern 
Pattern for Marriage.”

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Chief among these are 
measures revamping the State 
property tax laws, seeking better 
enforcement and gradually mov- 
ing the State out of the ad 
valorum field. 

The sales tax and income tax 
suggested by the Committee can- 
not be coordinated, as can the 
sale and income tax ‘recommended 
in State Auditor B, E. Thrasher’s 
plan.
